ceptable, efpecially to white Men, and are feldom bar- 
ren before, though not very fruitful after Marriage. 

For many Years the Englifa frequenting thefe Coafts, 
made little Benefit thereby; for the Inhabitants, “per- 
ceiving their Gold fo eatneftly defired by all Nations, 
fet fuch aRate thereon, and having been often beguiled, 
they grew more wary in their Bargaining, and tothe 
Meafure and Goodnefs .of their Commodities ; and 
though at firlt they knew no diftin@ion of Chriftians, 
but thought the Portyeals, and all other white Men, 
to be of the fame Nation, yet they have:fince Jearn- 
ed the particular Manners and Dealing of each Coun- 
try, and have found the faireft Trade from the Eng. 
lif, who are therefore moft welcome to them,’ and ff 
{peed beft of any other Nation ; efpecially fince:the 
Traders into thefe Parts were incorporated, by their 
Charter dated Fan. 20. 1662, and Intituled, The Comp...

The principal 
Places of Trade lying near the Sea, and frequented 
by the Wiites, ate Cormantyn and Ademabe, the tormer 
having been the chief Place of the.

Footfteps, that fo he may not be traced. Somie of the — 
Ancients knowing the fiercenefs of the Tyger, at- | 
tributed to him the Command of the, Woods, but in — 
thefe Parts, becaufe he hurts no Man but only Beafts, | 
they make the Leopard King of the Foreft, for which — 
ravening Temper they are hunted and killed by all. 
Men, even for their own fafety, Whena Leopard is | 
‘Killed, they bring him dead to the King’s Town, | 
there to be cut up and eaten; being flea’d they prefent | 
his Skin-and Teeth to the King, and the People af- 
fembled, eat the Flefh boiled asa Dainty, fpending | 
the remainder of the Day in Revelling and Dancing, © 
as at their moft folemn Feftivals. There is like- 
‘wife a monftrous Creature, which the Portugals call _ 
Salvage, that is, a Satyr; ic hath a great Head, a hea- 
vy Body, flefhy and ftrong Arms, no Tail, and goes 
fometimes upright, and otherwhile upon all four like - 
an Ape. ‘The Blacks affirm it is of Human Race, 
but by the alteration and change of the Woods and 
"Wildernefs it is become halfa Beaft, they fuftain them- 
felves in the Woods with Fruit and wild Honey, | 
which they get out of Trees, and as they are nume- 1 
rous, fo upon meeting they fight continually with 
each other. The Negroes relate ftrange Things of them, | 
and aver for certain, that they not only overpower | 
| feeble 
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feeble Women and Virgins, but dare alfo fet upon — 
armed Men. ‘There is another ftrange Beaft like a — 
Crocodile, fix or feven Foot long, very flender, the 
Tongue of ‘an extraordinary Length ; it is a Beaft 
of Prey, and very ftrong, clofe fet with gaudy Quills 
over the whole Body, wherewith it offends Men, 
and defends it felf againft other Creatures, for when 
the Leopard attempts to feize it, it converts into a 
round Ball, fecting up the Points of its Quills, that 
no hold can be fixed, their Food is generally Pifmires, 
which with their Tongues they lick up at a great di- 
ftance. — . 

Both’on the Sea Coafts, and the upland Country; | 
many Civet Cats are found ;ic more refembles a Wolt | 
than aGat, for it hath a long Head, fmall Nofe, flat 
Mouth, and fhort Ears, Teeth like a Dog, the Body 
pare white, part afhcolour’d, fpeckled with black Spots, -. 
the Legs and Feet of a middle Size, with black | 
Hairs, haying four Claws forward and one backward, 
with black fhort flat Nails, the Tail long, and Bufhy, 
and fpeckled, hanging to the Ground; the Civet lies 
between the Privities and the Cods, and is taken 
from thence with a Spoon.

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Horfemen ; in time of their coupling, eight or ten 
| will follow one Female, with bloody Battles among: 
- themfelyes ; They report that Lions fpare thofe who 
Kneel to them, and prey rather on Men than Women, 
and not at all on Infants, unlefs coinpelled by Hun- 
ger. The Africans believe he hath Underftandilg, 
and tell of a Getulian Woman, who lying at the Mer- 
cy of a Lion, befought him, that being fo noble a 
Bealt, he would not difhonour himfelf with fo igno- 
ble a Prey asa weak Woman, whereupon he went 
away and Ictther: His Tail feems to be his Scep- 
ter, whereby he expreffeth his Paflion ; he fhrinks 
at no Danger, unlefs the» Covert- ot the Woods 
fhroud him from Witnelfles, and then he will take 
the Benefit of Flight, which otherwife he feems to 
ifdain. Menta, a Wan of Syracufe, was encounter’d 
with a Lion, who inftead of rending, fawned upon 
him, and with his dumb Eloquence feemed to implore 
his.

is reported by Gellius, of a fugitive Servant, who ha-

Roman Senator, who exhibited Games to the People, 
Whercin Slaves and condemned Perfons were. expofed 
to the Fury of Beafls, among whom he put ‘this Sere» 
vant, and by.a wonderful Fate this Lion was foon after 
teken, and brought to execute thefe horrid SpeGta-— 
cles.

To this purpofe I will relate ~ 
the following Story, from a late Traveller into Turkey, |

And for this Reafon they nevereretany Mofque, __ 
or Church, withour planting Fountains round 
about it for they firmly believe, that their Prayers, | 
gut up without thefe Wafhings, and in a State of | 
[mpurity, would rather draw down the Wrath of | 
Heaven upon them, than procure the Bleflings of God. 
And icdeed thefe fevere Commands of Washing fo of- 
ren, are troublefome, as well tothofe that live indry | 
Places far from Water, as others in the Northerncold | 
Climates ; fo that feveral Turks could wifh heartily | 
har they might be permitted to change their Religion, 
which ties them to fo many inconvenient flabberings. 
_ When thefe Pilgrims came to the Ciftern where they — 
soped to be fupplied, they found the Water dried up 
by the heat of the Sun. They were extreamly con- | 
erned thereat, finding thémfelves in the midft of the 
lands, Deferts, and Heats of Arabia: They knew — 
A ; not 
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not what Courfeto take in that Extremity of Drought 
which tormented them with Impatience ; nor had ma- 
ny of them Money to buy Water-of thofe who had 
been more provident, and indeed had not much to 
fpare.. Our poor Mabemetan found himfelf reduced

fhall never fee in all the Haft, the Walls of their 
Churches ftained with Urine or Excrements, as in our 
parts of the World ; ‘nor is any one prejudiced in his 
Health, by retaining his natural Evacuations for want 
of Conveniency. | :

the Sons of Noah, before their Journey to the Valley” 
of Shinmaar, and their Attempt in building the Tower 
of Babel, That it was: firft invaded by the famous 
~ Queen Semiramis, with an: Army of above 4 Millions, 
whom Staurobates an Indian King oppofed. with equal” 
Forces, who.overcame and flew her. That the next 
Fnvafton was by Bacchus the Son of Yupiter and Hercu= 
. les, who by Policy and Force fubdued them, and taught 
.tYrem the Ufe of Wine, Oyl, and rhe Art of Archi+_ 
recture.. After this, India was invaded by Alexander 
the Great ; he vanquifhing firft Clophae Queen of Max 
gaza, and then King Porws, both whom he took Prie 
foners; but reftoring them.again their Liberty and

he Continent of Afa, wherein are contained 37 King- 
ioms. As for Remainsof Antiquity, there are few 
or none, the Mago/s having ruined alltheancient Build- 
wigs, which according to the Ancients were 30 large 
Cities, and 3000 walled Towns and Caitles, fo flrong 
as to be thought impregnable 5 which may not be im- 
probable, if Moab firft planted there, atter his difcent 
fom Mount Ararat, not far diftant from hence. Since 
fuch mighty Armies were raifed in.thofe Countriesnot | 
many Years after,andthe Land fo.well built and planted ; |
